England Again Cuts 
Bank Discount Rate 


LONDON, March 17.—( The 
Bank of England cut the discount 
rate today from 4 to 31-2 per cent. 
It was the third reduction in a month. 

The market was surprised by the 
decision of the bank authorities, in 
view of the fact that February 18 the 
rate was lowered from 6 to 5 per cent 
and March 10 from 5 to 4 per cent. 

The monetary situation has grown 
s0 easy, however, and revenue has 
been coming so steadily that apparent- 
the bank directors agreed it was 
‘time te give trade and commerce the 
| benefit of a further cut. Until the 
February 18 reduction the fate had 
‘stood at 6 per cent since Great 
|Britain left the gold standard last 
September.

Obtain Favorable Ballot 
On Referendum. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—(4)— 
|The federal trade commission had di- 
rectly today from two utilities com- 
pany officials the story of the New 
England Public Service Company’s 
activities to secure legislation permit- 
ting export of surplus hydro-electric 
power from Maine. 

Walter S. Wyman, president of the 
New England corporation, and Carrol 
N. Perkins, a director, were called 


from the company’s headquarters at 


Augusta, Maine, and gave testimony 
on the expenditure in 1929 of nearly 
$200,000 to secure a favorable vote 
on a state-wide referendum. The ref-

electric power export, forbidden by the 
Fernald law of 1909. It was defeat- 
ed by a small margin. 

Their testimony followed a ruling 
by Commissioner Edgar A. McCulloch 
that such testimony was pertinent to 
the commission’s inquiry into the com- 
pany’'s financial structure. 

William T. Chantland, a commis- 
sion attorney, first described his in- 
spection of the company’s records of 
the campaign activities in which, he 
said, $196,139.66 was spent to secure 


a favorable vote. 

When he went to Augusta last year 
to inquire into the campaign activities, 
Chantland said, the company detailed 
them to him “without question.” 

Officials of the company explained 
that correspondence on the campaign 
had been destroyed because the room 
it occupied had heen needed, he said, 
but added they felt a record of the ex- 
penditures, which had been kept, 
would be sufficient. 

Chantland offered in. evidence 
photostatic copies of records of pay- 
ments of approximately $131,000 to 
county representatives of the company 
for ‘personal services’ during the 
campaign, 

He also recounted that officials cf 
the company had told him that Demp- 
ster McMurphy, publicity man of the 
Middle Western Utilities Company, in- 
direct owner of the New England, had 
been sent to Maine during: the cam- 


aign. 

Following Chantland to the stand, 
Wyman asserted there was “no 
about his company’s efforts 
to secure a favorable vote in the 1929 
referendum. 

Wyman described the defeat of the 
measure as “unfortunate,” and said it 
had stopped the construction work of 
his company. The Central’ Maine 
Power Company, a constituent com- 
pany of the New England, had had 
for de- 


15 to 20-year program to cost some 
$100,000; 000, 

“In order to carry out the pro 
gram, a market for such surplus power 
as could not be sold in Maine had to 
be found outside the state,” he said. 
His company had a two-fold purpose 
in its campaign in the referendum, 
he added. One was to inform the peo- 
ple of the benefits which would ac- 
crue if surplus power could be legally 
exported and the other was to secure 
as large as possible a vote. 

“Our efforts to accomplish these 
purposes were necessarily expensive. 
All costs were paid by the New Eng- 
land Public Service Company from 
profits on securities bought some years 
ago and sold in 1929. None of our 
expense was charged to the operating 
light and power company.

Coxey, mayor of Massillon, Ohio, in 
the republican presidential preference 
race. 

Returns from 1,925 of the state's 
2,235 precincts gave Roosevelt 46,703 
votes and Governor W. H. Murray, of 
Oklahoma, 27,816, against a previous 
record democratic primary total of 
13,113 in 1924. Republicans in 1,901 
precincts cast a little more than 50,- 
000 votes, giving France 31,066 votes 
and Coxey 2 2.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—4)— 
Concluding seven days of bitter de- 
bate over the §$1,096,000,000 revenue 
bill tonight, the house cleared the 
way for the real test on the measure 
tomorrow when its reading for amend- 
ment will begin. 

In the afternoon Representative 
Rainey, of Illinois, the democratic 
leader, told the house if the budget is 
not balanced this country “will ex- 
perience the worst panic in the his- 
tory of the world.” 

“The government’s credit is de- 
stroyed,” he said. “At the present 
time this great corporation, with al- 
most unlimited wealth, depleted, but 
artificially depleted, is bankrupt.”’ 

He added that the manufacturers 
sales tax was the fair and just way 
to meet the situation. 

At the night session two democratic 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee—Representative Doughton, of 
North Carolina, opponent of the sales 
tax, and Representative Ragon, of 
Arkansas, a proponent—brought the 
discussion to an end. 

More Exemptions Sought. 

Doughten urged defeat of the sales 
tax law, terming it as “an abomi- 
nable endeavor.”’ 

Ragon served notice he would pro- 
pose several amendments _ to. exempt 
cheap clothing and shoes from its 
2.25 per cent rate, and would vote 
for the provision because, he said. it 
was needed to balance the 1933 
budget. 

More than 100 amendments are to 
be offered, including one by the ways 
and means committee to exclude 
canned fruit and vegetables from the 
sales levy and another to place a 4 
cent a pound tax on imported copper. 

Final action on the bill will not 
come before late next week. An ef- 
fort is to be made by Representative 
LaGuardia, republican, New York, in- 
dependent leader, to have the sales 
provision sent back to the committee 
for the purpose of substituting heavy 
excise levies on selected industries.

He stated that some of the indica- 
tions that the crisis is over include 
the fact that banks are stable and 
that the closing of the institutions 
“has reached the vanishing point, 
and further “banks can meet all of 
their demands and government bonds 
have been the largest over-subscribed 
at present than at any time since last 
June.” He does not blame the “ma- 
chine age” or “over-production” for 
the slump, but hoarding and the ac- 
companying withdrawal of money 
from banks and circulation.

Fry one cup of sau- 
sage meat until’ tender and to it add 
one cup of diced celery cooked until 
tender. Mix and moisten with two ta- 
blespoons of either tomato or white 
sauce. Prepare one quat of highly sea- 
soned mashed potatoes and add to it 
one-half of a beaten egg. Form into 
thick roll with the sausage mixture in 
ithe center, lay in greased baking pan 
and brush with the rest of the beaten 
ege. Bake about 20 minutes in a me- 
dium hot oven, or until the potato is 
colden brown in color. Remove to a 
hot serving dish, surround with white 
or tomato sauce, garnish °’and serve. 
For individual servings. line an ice 
cream scoop with mashed potato, will 
the center with sausage mixture and 
spread a layer of mashed potatoes on 
top.

For surprises rice croquettes, cook 
one cup of rice in one quart of boiling 
water, salted—until soft.

Roll each croquette in 
fine crumbs, then in the remainder of 
the beaten egg to which two table- 
spoons of water have been added, then 
in the crumbs again and fry in deep 
fat at 390 degrees until golden brown, 
Serve with tomato sauce or white 
sauce in which hard-cooked eggs have 
been cut up. 

Sausage Timbales. 


timbales suggest a most 
tempting way of serving sausages. 
Cook 1 1-2 cups of spaghetti in boil- 
ing salted water until soft. Drain and 
pour cold water through it. Add 1 
teaspoon of salt and 1-4 teaspoon of 
pepper. Line buttered timbale molds 
or custard cups with this mixture and 
| fill with small pieces of cooked sau- 
sage—two cups of sausage meat are 
sufficient for six molds. Cover the top 
of each mold with spaghetti and pour 
in as much of the following mixture 
as the molds will take up. Mix 1 1-2 
teaspoons of cornstarch with 1-3 cup 
of milk, add 2 egg yolks beaten slight- 
ly, then add 1 cup of milk, 1 teaspoon 
of salt and®a dash of cayenne. Fold 
this into the beaten whites of 2 eggs. 
Set the molds in-a pan of boiling 
water and bake at 350 degrees for 30 
/minutes. Invert and serve with hot 
tomato sauce. 
Chafing Dish Sausage Scramble, 


This is a suggestion dish for the 
Sunday night supper. Fry in a chafing 
dish until done four sausages cut in 
small pieces. Pour off part of the fat 
and seramble with the sausages four 
slightly beaten eggs, mixed with 1-2 
cup of milk. Season with half a tea- 
spoon of salt and 1-8 teaspoon pepper 
and serve on hot buttered toast. The 
| milk may be omitted or scanted if a 
dryer scramble is preferred. 

A Tempting Sunday Night Supper. 

For a Sunday night supper combi- 
nation fry six thin good sized slices 
| of sausage meat until crisp and brown. 
Poach the same number of eggs. Lay 
a slice of sausage topped with a 
poached egg on each slice of toast.

During his testimony Dr. Sutton 
said that two men employed in the 


agriculural department—Tom Linder | 


and G. B. Carreker*sought to get 
him to contribute to the fund, ex- 
plaining that other employes were 
being “assessed” a month’s salary. 

“TI told Carreker,’ Dr. Sutton said, 
“that I would have to know what 
office the commissioner would seek. 
I told him that I would not contrib- 
ute to his campaign fund if he ran 
against either Governor Russell or 
United States Senator Walter 
George.” 

Mr. Talmadge’s testimony that he 
knew a campaign fund was _ being 
raised, came on direct questioning by 
W. S. Mann, chief of his counsel. 

“Mr. Talmadge did you know there 
was a campaign fund being raised 
for you?’ Mr. Mann asked. 

“I knew about it in a general way,” 
came the reply. 

“Did you havé anything to do with 
it?’ asked the lawyer. 


“T had nothing to do with it. 
years ago I knew the boys raised 
some money for my campaign and I 
told them then that any such con- 
tributions must be voluntary,” the 
commissioner said.

The senate leader’s condition was 
not regarded as serious, however, un- 
til yesterday morning. Tuesday night 
he was reported much improved, but 
the following morning he became 
gravely ill. The end came at 2:30 
p. m., yesterday.

position to the discontinuance of mili- 


| tary training in the high schools of 


the United States was expressed 
Thursday by the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation of Lanier High Nchool for 
Boys, and a committee was appoint- 
ed to prepare resolutions for the rep- 
resentatives of this district in ¢on- 
gress and the senators of Georgia.

Mrs. Arthur Bernd, president of the 
association, appointed Mrs. Rader,

ington within the next few days. 

Adoption of the motion followed the 
reading of a recommendation of the 
executive board of the association 
that the secretary writé the congress- 
men, asking them to use their influ- 
ence to keep the junior reserve offi- 
cers’ training corps at Lanier.

Although the revenue of the Central 
of Georgia railway decreased over 
$4,000,000 during the past year, its 
tax bill was boosted $19,212, accord- 
ing to the report submitted at the 


annual meeting here today. 


Pollard, president of the 


road, pointed out that railway man- | 


agement had no control over the tax 
bill of a road and emphasized the ne- 
cessity for economy in governmental 
expenses in order that the tax burden 
might be lightened. 


The annual meetings of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad and_ the 
Ocean Steamship Company were held 
this morning at the office of the 
railway with L. A. Dewns, of Chi- 
cago, chairman of both boards, pre- 
siding. All the officers and directors 
were re-elected for another year. 

The annual report of the Central 
was discussed in detail. One of its 
principal features was the control of 
expenses, which were decreased 13 
per cent, 

Railway operating revenues, how- 
ever; declined 19 per cent, being $17,- 
076.487, as against $21,082,429 in 
1930. The Central's tax bill was 
$1.342.074 in 1913, as against $1,- 
322.862 in 1930. 

The report attributes the decrease 
in freight revenue to the prevailing 
business conditions and to truck com- 
petition. 
of business and the use of private 
automobiles and buses is declared re- 
sponsible for the decrease in passen- 
ger revenue, 

In submitting the report § Mr.

Shows Big Decrease 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—(2)— | 


Continued success for President Hoo- 
ver’s anti-hoarding campaign with ad- 
ditional millions of dollars rolling back 
into use was indicated today in the 
weekly statement of the federal re- 
serve board, showing a decrease of 


| $22,000,000 in money in circulation. 


The decrease, which made the total 
circulation in the country amount to 
&5,522,.000,000, was accepted by offi- 
cials as being at least in part due to 
hoarders returning their money to the 
banks. The continued decrease, how- 
ever, left the total $960,000,000 great- 
er than it was a year ago. 

The drop in circulation during the 
week brought the total decrease since 
the chief executive inaugurated his 
campaign to call money from hiding 
places to $109,000,000. The week end- 
ing February 10 saw a decrease of 
$5,000,000 in circulation, the next two 
weeks saw a drop of $17,000,000 
each, $9,000,000 for the week ending 


March 2 and $39,000,000 the follow- 


ing week,

Mayor Key said that “my heart goes 
out in sympathy to Councilman Ho- 
mer Foster, his brother, and to mem- 
bers of his family.

Councilman Dan Bridges, chairman 
of the police committee of council, 
called at the Foster home Thursday 
afternoon to condole the family and 
express his sympathy. 

Foster was 38 years of age. He was 
a native of Jackson, Ga., and is sur- 
vived by his wife and two children, 
in addition to two brothers, Council- 
man Foster, and Ed Foster, chief of 
police of Flat Rock, Mich. 

The detective had _ distinguished 
himself in a number of difficult cases, 
working most of the time with Lieu- 
tenant T. O. Sturdivant, one of his 
closest friends. Foster joined the force 
soon after the Frank DuPre case. He 
was working in a barber shop on 
Pryor street when, during the DuPre 
manhunt, the hunted man came in and 
asked for a shave. 

Foster's outstanding work of the 
last several years was in tracking 


down Alvin E. Merritt, who later died | 


in the chair for attacks on women, 
in ferreting out the slayers of Bennie 
Lichtenstein, and in solving the mur- 
der of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Browning 
at Valdosta after police of several 
cities had failed. In these cases he 
was associated with Lieutenant Stur- 
divant.

Attractive bargains in four-footed 
merchandise went on the counter 
at the zoo today, to-wit: Five loans 
at $150 each, two black bears at 
$25 each, a guaranteed gnu at $200 
and a nice, hungry pair of African 
elands for $500 per eland—with no 
takers. 

The bottom has dropped out of 
the wild animal market, according 
to John T. Millen, zoo director. For 
instance, the sales resistance of 
prospective customers has knocked

has neither adequate nor complete 
knowledge of these claims which be- 
lief is justified by the inaccuracies 
‘both as to the figures quoted and the 
relationships cited in his letter re- 
garding these claims. 

“Nearly 14 years ago farmers of 
many states appealed to me as presi- 
dent of the National Farmers Union 
to help them get the money the gov- 
ernment owed them for the mining of 
pyrites, manganese and two other 
minerals to prosecute the war. These 
same farmers had been helping to pay 
my salary and expenses as president 
of the National Farmers Union for 
many, many years. Why shouldn’t 
I be interested in this matter? I 
have worked on it for nearly 14 years 
and will work for 14 years longer if 
necessary. 

Received Nothing. 

“As for being alobbyist, I never 
received a penny in my entire life- 
time for helping to promote a bill or 
defeat a bill before congress or any 
other legislative body. Secretary Wil- 
bur says I injected myself in this 
matter last week. I hope this is not 
a sample of what he knows about the 
interior department. 

“About 14 years ago I went with 
George L. Pratt and some. other 
gentlemen to the offices of Congress- 
men William Schley Howard, of Geor- 
gia, and Otis Wingo, of Arkansas, 
and assisted them in the passage of 
the war mineral relief act of March 
2, 1919—and in 1929 I went with 
George L, Pratt and some other gen- 
tlemen to the offices of Carl Vinson 
and Otis Wingo and again assisted 
in the passage of the act of February 
13,1929, which conferred jurisdiction 
on the court to make awards which 
theretofore the secretary had denied. 

“Both bills were duly passed by 
|congress and under the decision of 
the courts thereunder a large number 
of claimants are entitled to recover 
—which they have not yet done. Not 
only: these two bills, but three other 
bills have passed congress regarding 
this matter and the supreme court 
of the United States has also said 
that these debts should be paid.

letics at Boston University was given 
impetus, today in the editorial columns 
of the Boston Beanpot, published by 
students of the university. 

The comic monthly’s editorial com- 
plained that “a comparative handful 
of students uses $57,528.50, which 
bill all the students in the university 
must pay” for intercollegiate ath- 
letics. 

“The student body, as a whole,” the 
editorial said, “does not give one big 
damn about athleties as ther stand 
today at Boston University. The stu- 
dent body comes to this institution 
in spite of terrier athletic teams; if 
anything the teams have ‘*nsed peo- 
ple to turn away from here.” 

While athletic teamk at other’ col- 
leges “‘are used as instruments of 


favorable publicity,” the Beanpot said, | 


Loston University teams would he 
“better off” witho-' such publicity 
as results from teams “continually los- 
ing games, threatening to strike, feel- 
ing dissatisfied with the policy un- 
der which they are playing.”

All of 
the Liberties and Treasuries advanced 
fractionally to around the year’s high 
levels, Cutting of the Bank of Eng- 
land’s discount rate apparently led 
some dealers to anticipate a further 
reductéon by the federal reserve. After 
the closé, however, the federal institu- 
tion announced its rate was un- 
changed. 

Continued sharp declines in Argen- 
tine government obligations was some- 
what unsettling to the foreign depart- 
ment. All of these loans added from 
2 1-2 to 7 1-4 points to previous losses. 

British 51-2s, on the other hand, 
were in demand at an advance of 1 
point and German government 5 1-2s 
and 7s rallied for gains of 3-4 to 2 
points. Kreuger & Toll 5s also recov- 
ered, Japanese loans were easy. 

Railroad bonds were subjected to 
eonsiderable pressure at one time, but 
there were some later rallies. There 
were enough losses, though, to hold 
the carrier averages under those of 
yesterday.
